In  the  debate  on  the  address  from 
the  throne  In  the  House  of  Commons,  j 
The  Unionists  are  anxious  to  raise  a 
fiscal  diecussion  bringing  up  the  re- 
ciprocity agreement  between  the 
United  States  and  Canada.  There  is 
doubt,  however,  whether  this  will  be 
possible,  and  nothing  will  be  decided 
until  Mr.  Balfour  returns  from  the 
Continent   at   the   end   of   the    week. 

Sir  Gilbert  Parker,  Canadian  mem- 
ber of  Parliament  from  Gravesend. 
publishes  a  utatement  in  which  he 
says : 

"The  agreement  Is  a  desperately 
■eriouB  thing  and  will  eventually 
mean  that  the  Canadians  have  lost 
their  grip  on  their  own  independence. 
Canada's  fight  for  two  generations 
against  American  commercial  Wr^n- 
ny  was  the  source  of  her  Pf*"*** 
and  ^ealth.  It  gave  her  energy.  «!^ 
sources  and  determination",  but  un- 
der this  agreement  the  United  States 
seeks  a  new  field  for  American  fin- 
ance, with  new  opportunities  for  the 
overflow  of  American  energy  and 
control    of   the   great   Dominion." 

Prssident  Taft  Hopeful. 
.  WASHINGTON,  Jan.  31.— President 
Taft  refuses  to  discuss  an  "extra 
session"  in  connection  with  the  re- 
ciprocity agreement  between  the 
United  States  and  Canada  which  he 
has  recommended.  He  has  hopes 
that  the  present  session  will  act  fav- 
orably on  the  question. 

Many  letters  have  been  received  at 
the  White  House  congratulating  the 
president  on  the  decided  stand  he  has 
taken  In  the  matter.  He  has  been 
I  told  also  that  he  would  have  tlie 
I  backing  of-  many  Influential  assocl- 
tlons  throughout  the  country. 

While  a  few  missives  have  reached 
ihp  president  criticizing  th«i  proposed 
reciprocity,  they  have  been  by  far  In 
the  minority.  The  president  today 
called  attention  to  th  act  that  on 
the  day  his  mes.sage  ..ent  to  con- 
gress, when  its  Influence  on  the  mar- 
ket might  have  been  supposed  to  be 
felt,  there  was  a  difference  of  only 
one  cent  in  the  price  of  wheat  at 
Winnipeg  and  In  Minnesota.  This  was 
in  support  of  the  argument  that  re- 
ciprocity would  not  affect  unfavor- 
ably prices  of  the  articles  Included  in 
the  agreement.

WASHINGTON.  Jan.     31.— All     bar- 
rios or  villages.  In  the  vicinity  of  Taal. 
have  been  obliterated,  fourteen  people 
have  been  found  dead,  and  many  were 
buried    in    the    ashes    from    the    active 
volcano,  according  to  a  cablegram  re- 
ceived   by    the    war  department   today 
from  Governor-General   Forbes,  of  the 
PhilUppine  islands.     Several  estimates 
planed  the  number  of  dead  at  300,  the 
dispatch    says,    but    this    figure.    Gov- 
ernor Forbes  adds,   needs  verification. 
It  is  reported     by     Governor  Forbes 
that  one-third  of  the  people  in  Barrio 
Tiblg,   In   the  municipality  of  Lemery,- 
three  children   in  Panjala.  and  twelve 
people  in  Talisay  were  drowned  by  the 
tidal   wave.     Leraery   and  Talisay  are 
almost  deserted.    Governor  Forbes'  dis- 
patch was  based  upon  report*  from  the 
Philippine  constabulary.     He  confirm- 
ed press  reports  of  a  violent  eruption 
yesterday,  followed  by  a  tidal  wave  af- 
fecting the  shores  of  the  lake.    Doctors 
have  been  rushed  to  the  scene,  and  the 
wounded  aru     being     cared  for.     The 
country  around  the  lake  Is  covered  with 
mud  and  ashea 

The  Phll^M>lne  government  has  sent 
■tttnneliea.  army  burial  -cotTMi  and  pro- 
visions to  the  rcene,  while  the  joint 
assembly  of  the  Philippine  legislature 
voted  $2,500  to  the  sufferers. 

Worse  outbreak  Feared 
MANILA.  Jan.  31.— Father  Algue,  the 
astronomer  in  charge  of  the  observa- 
tory here,  says  that  the  eruptions  of 
Mount  Taal  are  not  diminishing,  and 
that  there  Is  a  probability  of  still 
greater  outbreak.  The  observatory  has 
recorded  a  total  ot  709  shocks  up  to 
noon  today.  There  has  been  Increased 
seismic  activity  during  the  last  24 
hours.  There  Is  no  reason,  however,  to 
fear  that  Manila  Is  endangered.  The 
activity  of  the  volcano  has  raised  the 
temperature  to  a  highly  uncomfortable 
degree  for  a  radius  of  fifty  miles. 

Military  and  civic  reports  today  con- 
firm the  report  of  300  deaths.  All 
bodies  taken  from  the  ruins  were 
buried  yesterday.  These  include  sixty 
at  Lemery.  FlUpinoB  persistently  re- 
port that  200  additional  were  smoth- 
ered on  the  volcano  island.  This  can- 
not be  verified,  as  fifteen  feet  of  mud 
and  lava  covers  everything. 


Caught  On  Trestle 
PORTLAND,  Jan.  31— Lewis  Hugh- 
man  and  his  wife  were  killed  on  a 
trestle  over  Deep  Creek,  by  an  elec- 
tric engine  on  the  Oi^goii  Water 
Power  and  Railway  near  Barton, 
Clackamas  county,  today.  Hughman 
and  his  wife  were  mistaken  by  the 
motor  drivers  tor  bridge  tenders.  The 
driver  whistled  to  them  to  warn  them 
of  his  approach,  but  Instead  of  plac- 
ing themselves  on  one  of  the  bents, 
the  couple  crouched  down  on  the  end 
of  ties.  Before  the  engine  could  he 
stopped  it  had  knocked  them  from 
their  position  to  the  rocky  bed,  fifty 
feet  below.  The  woman  was  Instant- 
ly killed  and  the  man  died  within  a 
few  minutes.

WAEHINOTON.  Jan.  81.— The  House 
of  Representatives  today  by  a  vote  of 
188  to  159  decided  in  favor  of  San 
Francisco  and  against  New  Orleans  as 
the  city  m  which  an  exposition  to  cele- 
brate the  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal 
In    191B  shall    be   held. 

This  vote  was  taken  on  a  roll  call 
to  determine  whether  the  San  Francisco 
resolution  or  the  New  Orleans  bill 
should  have  consideration  in  tlie 
House.  On  a  final  vote,  the  San  Fran- 
cisco resolution  was  adopted  by  a  vote 
of   2&9    to   43. 

The  advocates  of  San  Francisco  are 
claiming  tonight  that  their  fight  Is 
won  and  that  the  senate  will  raiify  the 
action   of   the   house. 

San  Francisco  won  by  capturing  the 
Republican  vote  in  the  House;  New 
Orleans'  support  came  from  the  Demo- 
trals.  Only  thirty  Republicans  voted 
for  New  Orleans.  Thirty-six  Democrats 
voted    for   San    Francisco. 

The  San  Francisco  resolution  does 
not  ask  for  governmental  aid  in  any 
form.  It  simply  authorises  the  presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  to  Invite  for- 
eign  nations   to  participate  in  the  fair. 

An  effort  to  amend  the  resolution  to 
Include  provisions  for  an  International 
naval  parade  from  Hampton  Roads, 
through  the  Panama  Canal  and  up  tha 
west  coaat  to  San  Francisco  was  de- 
feated on  a  point  of  order.

|400  in  the  sessional  indemnity  of  mem- 
bers of  the  Ontario  legislature,  making 
the  indemnity  $1,400.  was  Included  In 
the  supplementary  estimates  for  1910- 
1911,  tabled  In  the  House  this  after- 
noon. 

Sir  James  Whitney  took  occasion  that 
the  government  took  full  responsibility 
for  the  Increase,  and  had  not  been  in- 
fluenced by  the  rumor*  of  a  round 
robin  of  the  m«mb«ni  last  swiston.

Three  bills  of  exceptional  interest 
and  related  In  their  reference  to 
railway  matters,  have  Just  been  pre- 
sented to  the  legislature  by  messages 
from  His  Honor  the  Ijleutenaftt- Gov- 
ernor, two  of  the  series  receiving 
second  reading  yesterday.  These  are 
the  bills  to  amend  the  Constitution 
Act,  by  providing  for  an  Increase  In 
the  membership  of  the  Executive 
Council  through  the  addition  to  the 
cabinet  of  a  minister  for  railways;  to 
create  the  department  of  railways; 
and  consolidating,  revising  and  con- 
siderably amending  the  railway  legis- 
lation of  the  province — in  fact  creat- 
ing new  procedure  In  toto  with  re- 
spect to  the  Incorporation,  authoriza- 
tion and  control  of  railway  companies 
of  strictly  provincial  scope  and  char- 
acter. 

The    first     of    these    three     relaiyjd 
measure.s   callp   for   no  further   expla- 
nation  than   appears   upon     Its     face, 
and   Is   above   referred   to.     As   to   the 
second.    It   provides    for   the   adminis- 
tration of  the   new  department  by  a 
mlinlstor    of    railways,    under    whom 
there  shall  be  ti  deputy  minister  (who 
It  Is  understood  ehall  he  a  practical 
mllroad  man  of  judtment  and  expe- 
rience)  with  iruoh  other  officials  and 
servants  as  may  be  necessary,     these 
belnir    appointed    by  the  Lleutenant- 
Oovemor-in-CouncU.

They  still  maintain  their  camp  ai>out 
seven  miles  southwest  of  Mexicall,  and 
have  recruited  a  large  number  of  Co- 
copah  Indians.  Rain  has  been  falling  all 
day,  but  stimulated  by  the  contents  of 
fifty  bottles  of  whisky  and  as  many  bot- 
tles of  other  liquor,  taken  when  they 
.■jacked  Mexicall  on  Sunday,  the  insur- 
rectos did  not  seem  to  mind  the  weather. 
The  members  of  the  little  band  had  been 
up  two  nights,  and  their  leaders,  "Kl 
General"  Leyva  and  Simon  Berthold,  the 
Los  Angeles  Socialist,  allowed  them,  to 
rest  and   sleep  all  day. 

Scouts,  however,  were  sent  out  at 
intervals  to  Mexicall  to  keep  watch  on 
the  Mexican  authorities,  who  resumed 
charge  of  the  customs  house  when  the 
Insurrectos  evacuated  the  town  yester- 
day. 

Leyva  and  Berthold  declared  that  be- 
fore leaving  Mexicall  they  had  ordered 
the  federal  officials  to  refralii  from 
collecting  customs,  and  when  the  Mexi- 
cans disobeyed  this  order  today,  the 
rebels  asserted  that  they  would  come 
back  tonight  and  punlcih   the  offenders. 

Pending  the  arrival  of  United  States 
troops.  Sheriff  Meadows  will  maintain 
his  guard  of  fifty  armed  deputies,  who 
yesterday  suppressed  numerous  incipient 
riots  and  disarmed  many  Intoxicated 
residents  of  Mexicall,  Among  those  Ar- 
rested was  an  English  barber,  who  pro- 
cured a  number  of  weapons  and  pro- 
claiming himself  "King  of  Mexicall"  had 
herded  a  number  of  cltlsens  whom  he 
sought  to  drive  across  the  International 
line.

A  concise  and  Informative  report  as 
to  the  work  of  the  Bureau  of  Provincial 
InformHliim  during  the  past  year  has 
Just  been  transmitted  to  the  l^egl.slu- 
ture.  through  the  Finance  Minister,  by 
Secretary  F.  I.  Clarke,  \<-bo  in  his  re- 
sume states  that  the  publications  of 
the  Bureau  during  1910  included  10,- 
000  copies  of  a  tenth  edition  of  Bul- 
letin No.  10  (Land  and  Agriculture), 
10,000  copies  of  a  tenth  edition  of  No. 
22  (New  British  Columbia),  30,000 
copies  of  the  fifth  edition  of  the  Hand- 
book of  British  Columbia  (No.  23),  and 
5,000  of  a  German  edition  of  No.  25— 
I  Game  Fishes;  in  addition  to  which 
there  were  issued  and  distributed  50,- 
000  Game  folders,  200,000  general  fold- 
era,  20,000  .souvenirs  of  British  Col- 
umbia. S,600  circular  letters,  cards, 
notices,  etc..  40,000  sketch  maps  of  the 
Province,  and  iri,000  maps  of  Northern 
British  Columbia.  Besides  the  above, 
100,000  Bulletins  No.'s  10  and  23  and 
100,000  sketch  maps  were  reprinted  in 
England  for  distribution  from  the 
Agent-General's  office  and  at  the  var- 
ious fruit  fxhihltions  In  the  United 
Kingdom.  On  the  press  at  the  pres- 
ent time  are  5,000  copies  of  No.  25 
(Game  Fishes).  10,000  of  No.  26  (the 
Columbla-Kootenay  Valley),  3,000  of 
an  eleventh  edition  of  No.  22  (New 
British  Columbia)  and  3,000  maps  of 
the  Northern  Interior.  The  publica- 
tion of  a  Bulletin  on  Timber  and 
Pulp,  complied  some  time  ago.  has  been 
deferred  pending  the  report  of  the 
Timber  and  Forestry  Commission  re- 
cently presented  to  his  Honor,  the 
lyieutenant-Governor,  and  by  him  laid 
before  the  Legislature.  In  all,  364,- 
000  Bnlletin.'s,  folders,  etc.,  and  60,-000 
inaiis  have  been  handled  by  the  Bureau 
during   the  year.

In  addition,'  m'ariy  depai'fmeflttil  re- 
ports, acts  of  the  Lrgislature,  reports 
of  Boards  of  Trade,  pamphlets  Issued 
by  various  Tourist  a.ssoclations.  Pub- 
licity Clubs  and  Municipalities,  repre- 
senting all  parts  of  the  Province,  and 
other  miscellaneous  matter,  were  mall- 
'ed  to  special  applicants.  Besides  the 
compilation  and  publication  of  the 
above-mentioned  Bulletins  a  pamphlet 
issued  under  the  auspices  of  the  Van- 
couver Island  Development  League  was 
e<lited  and  published,  the  composition, 
presswork  and  binding  being  done  l>.v 
the  King's  Printer.  The  Bureau  fur- 
nished a  considerable  number  of  spec- 
ial articles  on  British  Columbia  and 
Its  resources  and  opportunities,  sup- 
plied material  and  photographs  for 
articles  to  many  magazines  and  news- 
pap^s  in  Canada,  the  United  States 
and  Great  Britain,  and  concise  descrip- 
tions of  the  Province,  with  statistic^al 
tables  and  other  desired  information, 
to  publishers  of  encyclopedias,  alman- 
acs,   year-books,    etc. 

Lantern  Slides 
A  large  and  varied  selection  of  lan- 
tern slides  is  kept  in  stock,  and  .sets 
of  these  were  loaned  to  responsible 
and  accredited  persons  In  Eastern 
Canada,  the  United  States  and  Great 
Britain,  as  well  as  Australasia,  who 
gave  illustrated  lectures  on  British 
Columbia.  Thus  much  publicity  was 
secured  at  a  minimum  of  cost,  for  the 
only  concession  made  to  these  lectur- 
ers was  the  use  of  the  slides.  There 
lis  also  in  stock  a  moving  picture  film 
showing  some  of  the  chief  Industries- 
of  the  Province,  which  was  used  to 
good  advantage  by  Mr.  D.  H.  Ross. 
Canadian  Trade  Commissioner  at 
Melbourne,  Victoria.  Mr.  Ross  de- 
voted the  winter  months  (ourfummer) 
to  a  series  of  lectures  on  Canada,  and 
very  generously  Included  one  on  Brit- 
ish Columbia,  using  this  film,  where 
practicable,  or  a  set  of  lantern  slides, 
to  Illustrate.  That  these  lectures  have 
served  to  arouse  interest  In  British 
Columbia  is  manifested  by  the  In- 
creased number  of  inquiries,  the  ar- 
rival of  several  Immigrants,  and  a 
considerable  augmentation  of  the  vol- 
wmo  of  trade  with  the  State  of  Vic- 
toria. Several  moving  picture  films 
and  Mctfi  of  lantern  slides  were  fur- 
nished to  the  Agent-General,  and  used

It     was    found    Im- 
practicable     ti>     procure      employment 
for  these  persons,  as  employers  seem- 
ed   disinclined    to    engage    men   or   wo- 
men   without   having    seen    and    talked 
with    them,    experience    having    taught 
them  that'such  engagements  often  re- 
sulted  In   mutual  dlsappolntemnt.   This 
was    exi)lalned    to    the    applicants    and 
they    were    advised    that    If    they    pos- 
sesse    sufficient    means    to    tide    them 
over    until    they    obtained    emplf^yment, 
and   were   willing   to  accept  such  work 
as   offered   even   if  it   was   not    in  their 
particular    line,      they      might      safely 
come  to   British  Columbia  where  there 
is  room  and  opportunity  for  adaptable, 
industrious    men.      Many     young     men 
desired    to    secure    places    places    with 
orchardista    "to    learn    fruit    growing." 
The   Bureau    was  able   to  place  a  very 
small   number  of  these,  but,  as  a  rule, 
fruit    growers    dO'   not    care    to    accept 
pupils;    their  need  is  men  of  all  work, 
prepared    to   turn    their   hands    to   any- 
thing  that   is   required   of   them.   Many 
c%'   these   would-be  students   were   pos- 
sessed   of    means    and    they    were      ad- 
vised  to   take  a   course  In   horticulture 
in    one    of    the    Canadian    Agricultural 
Colleges,'    preliminary    to    seeking    em- 
ployment.    A    register  of   help   wanted 
Is  kept  for  the  benefit  of  farmers  and 
other  employers  of  labor,  but  compar- 
atively   few    applications    were      made 
during   the    past   year,    although    mem- 
bers of  the  Farmers'  Institutes  throug- 
out    the    Province    have    been    notified, 
through   their  secretaries,  of  the  main- 
tenance  of   this  register.     Employment 
was  secured  for  a  number  of  men  and 
boys  through  this  medium.     The  num- 
lier    of    women    applying    for    work    as 
domestic  servants   was  very  small,  but 
ciulte  a  number  sought  employment  as 
"lady  help"  and  governesses. 

The  substantial  increase  In  the  num- 
ber of  communications  received,  and 
the  world-wide  sources  of  their  ori- 
gin, as  well  as  the  diversity  of  sub- 
jects upon  which  Information  was  de- 
sired. Indicates  that  the  utility  of  this 
Bureau  is  becoming  imiversally  recog- 
nized abroad;  and  it  Is  gratifying  to 
report  that  numerous  expressions  of 
thanks  come  from  correspondents  who 
have  profited  by  the  advice  and  as- 
sistance   furnished. 

The  installation  of  the  Bureau  in  new 
and  roomy  offices  will  greatly  facilitate 
the  work,  and  the  establshment  of  an 
exhibit  of  fruit,  flowers,  grains,  grasses, 
botanical,  forestry  and  mineral  speci- 
mens, will  doubtless  prove  an  attrac- 
tion and  an  object  lesson  to  the  many 
strangers    who    seek    information.

tion of  the  proceeds.  The  chief  com- 
mlaaloner  of  lands,  on  the  other  hand, 
is  given  full  authority  to  fix  the  price 
which  must  be  j>aid  by  any  railway 
company  for  any  Crown  lands  it  may 
be  required  to  occu|)y  in  connection 
with  its  line  or  undertaking. 

C'ompaniea  Incorporated  for  railway 
building  purposes  under  the  new 
general  act  are  rcfquired  to  bona  fide 
commence  and  continuously  proceed 
with  construction  within  twelve 
months  after  Incorporation,  expend- 
ing not  less  than  fifteen  per  cent,  of 
the  share  capital  (paid  up  lii  cash) 
within  two  years;  and  If  the  railway 
is  not  completed  and  in  operation 
within  five  years  after  the  company's 
incorporation,  then  the  powers  grant- 
ed may  be  annulled  In  their  entirety, 
or  they  may  be  extended  upon  appli- 
cation in  this  behalf— but  only  If  the 
provisions  of  the  act  as  to  actual 
commencement  of  construction  and 
Initial  expenditure  thereon  have  been 
faithfully  compiled   with. 

All  railway  companies  hereinafter 
Incorporated  under  provincial  law  arc 
specifically  required  to  pay  current 
or  fair  and  reasonable  wages  to  their 
employees.  Modem  and  efficient 
equipment  and  operation  system  are 
demanded;  while  tolls — telegraph  and 
telephone  as  well  as  traffic — are  sub- 
ject to  review  by  the  minister,  whose 
decision  in  respect  thereto  is  final.

ette,  ijcfore  becoming  effective  and  in 
force.      Offsetting   the   retroactive    ap- 
plication   of   the   act   to   exi-stent  com- 
Ijanles  incorporated  by  private  acta  of 
parliament    It    is    stipulated    that    "ev- 
ery   railway    comjjnny    heretofore    In- 
corporated   by    special    act,   shall   have 
and  exercise,  In  addition  to  the  rights 
and    powers    conferred    by    Its    special 
act,    all    the    powers    conferred    upon 
a  company  by   this  act." 

Any  five  or  more  persons  may,  by 
subscribing  their  n.Tmes  to  a  mem- 
orandum of  association  and  otherwise 
complying  with  the  requirements  of 
this  act  In  respect  of  registration, 
form  an  incorporated  company,  the 
liability  of  the  members  whereof 
shall  withont  any  other  mention  or

Must  Be  Under  This  Act. 
No  railway  company  may  hereafter 
he  formed  In  British  Columbia  ex- 
cept under  this  act,  and  every  mcm- 
orandimi  of  association  must  be 
promptly  registered  w-tth  the  regi^i- 
trar  of  Joint  stock  companies,  fees  be- 
lug  paid  according  to  the  scale  at- 
taching to  the  Incorporation  of  com- 
panies under  the  Companies  Act.

The  Question  of  Privllag* 

Although  the  Incident  of  t!fe  dis- 
tribution in  the  House  on  Monday  of 
certain  Uteratvire,  held  by  Mr.  SpeaJter 
to  constitute  a  gross  infringement  of 
the  privileges  of  Parliament,  was 
freely  discussed  in  restaurant  and  cor- 
ridors yesterday,  no  reference  thereto, 
crept  Into  the  House  proceedings,  the 
question  of  possible  action  in  asser- 
tion of  the  dignity  of  the  House  and 
the  rights  of  its  members  being  defer- 
red until  the  First  Minister's  return.

Mr.  Brewster  moved  to  amend  the 
clause  empowering  the  Government 
to  go  outside-  the  Province  to  secure 
expert  aid  which  could  be  obtained 
Independent  of  the  Civil  Service  Act, 
by    inserting    in    substitution: 

" — Special  professional,  technical,  or 
practical  training  and  requisite  know- 
ledge and  ability  and  is  duly  quallfted 
as  to  health,  character,  and  habits, 
and  that  there  Is  nq  other  person  who 
has  passed  the  usual  examination,  and 
Is  of  the  age  and  nationality  ordinar- 
ily required,  who  1b  qualified  for  the 
position." 

The  member  for  Albernl  explained 
that  the  bill,  as  he  understood  It,  was 
to  give  certain  persons  opportunity  to 
get  Into  the  civil  service  without  pas- 
sing the  prescribed  examinations; 
and  his  amendment  was  Introduced  In 
order  to  avoid  the  placing  of  these 
people  over  the  heads  of  those  equally 
qualified  and  who  were  resident  In  the 
Province. 

Hon.  Dr.  Poung  replied  that  this 
was  very  well  as  far  as  it  went.  The 
Intention  of  the  wording  of  the  sec- 
tion was  to  enable  the  Government  to 
go  outside  the  Province  to  select  men 
for  positions  that  might  arise,  for 
which  it  was  necessary  to  have  ex- 
perts trained  In  the  particular  works 
to  be  undertaken.  li  ata  not  mean 
that  these  men  were  to  be  permanent 
employees,  and  he  could  noi  see  that 
the  'Government  was  violating  the 
spirit  of  the  act  in  securing  men  of 
wide- world  reputation  to  act  In  spe- 
cial  circumstances. 

Mr.  HawUiornthwalte  thought  the 
amendment  of  the  member  for  Al- 
bernl quite  reasonable.  He  did  not 
see  why.  in  Canada,  we  could  not  pro- 
duce as  good  men  as  any  outside  coun- 
try, and  the  amendment  was  simply 
designed  to  assure  them  a  preference. 
Hon.  Mr.  McPhilllps  held  that  It 
was  unlikely  that  if  there  were  m«n 
in  the  Province  pre-eminently  fitted 
for  the  positions  they  would  be  passed 
over.  ' 

Hon.  Mr.  Bowser  said  that  the  gen- 
tlemen opposite  always  spoke  cif  the 
Administration  as  a  practical  govern- 
ment which  would  lose  no  opiiortunlty 
of  making  polltitfkl  prestige  for  Itself, 
This  being  so.

PRAIRIE   CROWN    LANDS 


As  is  generally  known,  the  Dominion 
government   retains    the    ownership    of 
the  ungrranted  lands  in  the  Prairie  Pro- 
vices.     Mr.   Arthur   Sifton,  Premier   of 
Alberta,  thinks  that  they  should  be  put 
upon  the  same  plane  In  this  respect  as 
are  the  other  provinces  of  the  Domin- 
ion.    As   there   may  be   some   Colonist 
readers,  who  do  not  know  why  there  is 
any  distinction  between  the  province  in 
this  matter,  it  may  be  well  to  state  the 
reason  briefly.     The   provinces  of  On- 
tario, Quebec.  No^-a  Scotia.  New  Bruns- 
■wlck  and  Prince  Edward's  Island  were 
fully   fledged   governments   when   they 
entered  Confederation.     The  \mgranted 
land.s    within   their   borders    were   held 
by    the   Crown   as   represented    by   the 
provincial      governments,      and      these 
lands  were  not  transferred  to  the  Dom- 
inion under  the  terms  of  union.    After 
the    consummation      of    Confederation, 
the  Dominion  government  proceeded  to 
extinguish  the  title  of  the  Hudson  Bay 
Company  to  what  used     to     be  called 
Prince   Rupert's   Land   sometimes,   and 
the  Hudson's  Bay  Territory  almost  al- 
ways. The  land  thereupon  became  vest- 
^  in  the  Crown  as  represented  by  the 
Dominion    government.      W|ien    Mani- 
toba was  formed  Into  a.i)rpvince.  the 
ungranted    land   was    retained    by    the 
Dominion,  and  the  samjp  rufe  has  beeti 
applied  to  the  cases  <^  Saskatchewan 
and    Alberta.     The  reason  of   the   dis- 
tinction is  therefore  dear  enough;   Its 
fairness  Is  another  matter.    Most  of  the 
people  of  this   province  would  be  dis- 
posed,   prima  facie,   to   look   upon   the 
reservation  of  the  land  by  the  Domin- 
ion  as   hardly   justifiable,    but   on   the 
other  hand  this  was  taken  into  account 
v.hen  provision   was  made  for  the  re- 
venue of    the   Prairie   Provinces.     The 
question  has  not  yet  come  up  in  acute 
form,    although    there    seems    to    be    a 
probability  that  Mr.  Sifton  will  not  al- 
low   it   to  remain   long     in     abeyance. 
When  it  does  come  Up,  It  will  be  time 
enough  to  express  an  opinion.  Presum- 
ably if  the  Prairie  Provinces  are  to  re- 
ceive the  revenues  derivable  from  the 
public  lands  within   their  borders  and 
retain  what  is  now  paid  them  as  a  com- 
pensation  for     the     non-ownership   of 
those   lands,    there    will    have    to    Ijc   a 
more  or  less  general  readjustment  all 
round. 


NO  COERCION. 

We    do    not    find    ourselves    able    to 
agree     with      the     London   Dally   Mall 
when    it    says    that    (^anada    had    no 
choice   but   to   accept   an    offer   of   re- 
ciprocity   from    the    Untied    States.    As 
we    look    upon    the    matter    there    was 
no   nec'easlty   in   the   case   at  all.      Mr. 
Taft'«    offer     could     have     been     cour- 
teously  declined,   or     if     Internationa! 
courtesy    demanded   acceptance    of    the 
Invitation,    there    was   no    reason    why 
the    Canadian    CommiitsionerB      should 
have  consented  to  a  single  Item  in  the 
agreement.     The  Mail  thinks  that  the 
coercion    was    of,  a    financial    nature, 
that   Is   that   Canada   entered   Into   the 
agreement   because   capital   was   need- 
ed to  develop  its  great  resources.  This 
is    not    the    case,    and     we    are    sure 
that    the    Ottawa    ministers    would    be 
the  last  people  in  the  world  to  assent 
to   such   a   view.     The    reason      which 
they   will    give   will   doubtless   be   two- 
fold.     They   will   say   that   they   wished 
to    cheapen    certain   necessary    articles 
to    the    Canadla*n    consumer,   and    that 
they  wished  to  open  a  market  to  the 
surplus    products    of      the      Dominion. 
Both    of    these    things    are    very    good 
in  their  way;    the   open  questions  are 
whether    this    result    Is    likely    to    be 
reached    and    whether    Canada    is    not 
paying      too      dearly    for    any    benefit 
that    she    may    gain.      The    difficulty 
with     our     British    contemporaries    in 
their     discussion     of    Canadian    ques- 
tions   arises      from      their     desire      to 
make  political  capital  out  of  them  for 
home   consumption. 

The  phase  of  reciprocity  a«  it  will 
affect  trade  with  the  United  King- 
dom is  a  subject  the  discussion  of 
which  we  await  with  great  interest. 
It  is  largely  a  matter  for  experts  to 
deal  with  in  the  first  instance,  and 
after  they  have  done  so,  the  rest  ol 
us  will  be  in  a  position  to  forra 
opinions.  As  yet  wc  have  heard  nc 
authoritative  expression  of  opinion  -as 
to  how  the  agreement  will  operate  in 
this  respect.

say  he  is,  and  his  wealth  were  divided 
up  equally  among  the  people  of  the 
United  States  and  Caaada  tne  share  of 
each  of  ua  would  be  under  $10.  If  all 
the  wealth  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada  were  divided  equally,  there 
would  be  about  Jl.OOO  a  head.  It  is  not 
only  the  very  rich  people  who  have 
more  than  their  share. 

It  is  proposed  to  increase  the  sal- 
aries of  the  city  teachers.  Doubtless 
an  increase  is  inevitable.  On  gener- 
al principles  we  fuvor  liberal  payment 
to  school  teachers,  for  the  service 
ought  to  be  made  sufficiently  attrac- 
tive to  lead  teachers  to  remain  in  It. 
The  increased  cost  of  living  Is  an- 
other reason  why  salaries  must  go 
up.  High  prices  for  labor  and  com- 
modities have  their  good  points,  but 
where   is   the   advance   going  to   atop? 


CANADA   AS   THRACE 


The  New  York  WorUT  and  the  Mon- 
treal Witness  have  worked  It  out  be- 
tween them  that  the  United  States  is 
the  oldest  nation  In  the  wurki,  and  the 
United  Kingdom  the  newest.  In  thia 
instance  the  word  nation  means  form 
of  government.  The  form  prevailing 
In  the  United  States  is  IZi  years  old; 
the  form  prevailing  in  the  United  King- 
dom changes  from  year  to  year.  The 
German  Kmpire  Is  only  forty  years  old; 
while  China,  like  Britain,  is  undergoing 
a  steady  process  of  change.  Russia 
made  a  vital  change  a  few  years  ago. 
Many  of  us  remember  when  Italy  was 
borr  Spain  in  Its  present  condition  is 
only  twenty  years  old.     And  so  on.

We  find  the  following  in  the  Toronto 

News: 

There  was  a  little  country  once  nam- 
ed Attica.  Its  capital  was  Athens.  A 
liUle  country,  a«d  few  .men  lived  In  It. 
Away  ,ta  the  norfti  *^s  Thrace.  it« 
granary.  I>jwn  the  B^ack  Sea  and  th% 
Aegean  lumbered  the  corn-ships,  to 
feed  the  people  uf  Athens.  Athens  and 
Thrace  alike  are  gone  now;  and  which 
is  remembered?  No  one  cares  for 
Thrace  or  who  lived  in  it;  but  while 
the  world  lasts  the  name  of  Athens  and 
<»f  the  great  men  who  lived  in  it  will 
never  be  forgotten.  Are  we  in  Canada 
willing  to  be  merely  the  Thrace  of  the 
Empire? 

May  we  venture  to  suggest  to  our 
Interesting  contemporary  that  it  ought 
not  to  have  stopped  its  article  at  the 
question  mark?  Wo  would  like  to 
know  just  what  it  had  in  mind.  The 
illusion  suggests  thought,  but  we  would 
like  to  have  the  News,  which  makes  it, 
go  further  and  Indicate  what  It  thinks 
the  line  of  thought  ought  to  be. 

But    there    Is    another  aspect   of    the 
case  to  which   we   invite  attention.     It 
may  not  be  satisfactory     to     aspiring 
Canadians   to  have   their  country  play 
the  part  of  Thrace  to  the  British  Em- 
pire's Athens;    but  it  will  be  infinitely 
less    .satisfactory   to    have    It    play    the 
role  towards  the   United  States.     Here 
we   think   is   to  be  found   the  greatest 
problem  of  Canadian  economic  states- 
manship. The  Dominion  possesses  vast 
resources.     Is  Its  future  largely  to  be 
comprised  in  the  development  of  those 
resources  to  supply  them  to  the  United 
States  In  the  shape  of  raw   products? 
Our   neighbors   wasted    their   own    na- 
tural resources.     Are  we  going  to  per- 
mit them,  now  that     they     have     got 
ready,  to  come  In  and  exhaust  ours?    Is 
not  this  likely  to  be  one  of  the  results 
of     the     reciprocity     agreement?     Of 
course  If  we  adopt  the  opportunism  of 
the  old   French  court  and  say,   "After 
uo  the  deluge,"  we  may  view  with  com- 
placency the   depletion   of   our   wealth 
for  the  advantage  of  our  neighbors,  and 
permit  posterity  to   work  out  the  re- 
sulting problems  as .  best  it ,  can.     But 
this   is  not   the   way  we   care   to   look 
upon  questions  of  public  policy.     One 
of  the   reasons   why   the  Colonist  has 
lor  years  past  opposed  the  Idea  of  reci- 
procity was  the  fear  that  any  agree- 
ment, that  might  be  made  the  United 
States,  would  provide     for     the     lr6e 
entry  of  raw  materials  Into  that  coun- 
try, and  the  result   would   be  the  ex- 
tension to  Canada  of  the  policy  of  de- 
pletion that  has  been  sO  hurtful  south 
ol  the  boundary  line.    We  have  always 
recognized  that  the  United  Statics  could 
at  any  time  remove  the  duty  from  Can- 
adian raw   products,  and   products  In 
the  primary  state  of  manufacture,  but 
we  believed  there  would  be  sufficient 
delay    in    the  adoptkm  of  such  a  plan 


Th*    -Nobel    prizes    are    distributed 
annually    to    persons    who    have    done 
most   for   the     advancement  of   medi- 
cine,     physics,      chemistry,      literature 
and    peace.        In    ten    years      fifty-six  i 
Iirizes  have  been  distributed  and  they 
have  gone  to  the  iieople  in  the  several 
countries   herein     named   and     in    the 
numbers    stated.      To   Germany    15,    to 
France  10,   to  England  7,     to  Holland, 
Russia,   Italy  and  Switzerland   i  each, 
to  Sweden   3,  to  Denmark,   Spain  and

-Ger^ 
many  has  received  prizes  In  6very  de- 
partment.    The  showing  r»ia<le  by   the 
United    States    is    remarkably   poor.   It 
is   noted    that    the    two    winners    from 
that  country  are  not  of  English  blood, 
one    of    them    Michelson,    of    Chicago, 
being   a   native    of    Germany,  and    the 
other,    Roosevelt,    being   of   Dutch   ex- 
traction.       The    inference    which    the 
New    York      Independent     draws    from 
these    facts    is    not    flattering    to    the 
intellectual     growth     of     the     United 
States. 


The     Montreal      Gazette      makes    a 
very    strong   protest  against   waste   in 
public   works.     Among  other  things  it 
says:      "Last  year  the  outlays  in  con- 
nection with  the  public  works  of  Can- 
ada In  charge  of  Mr.  Pugsley  amount- 
ed  to  about   eleven   and   three-quarter 
million    dollars.      Much    of   the    money 
was    wasted.      For    instance,    a    lot    of 
it   went    Into   the  construction   of   post 
office    buildings    costing    from    $20,000 
to  $30,000,  or  more,   in  villages  whose 
postal     revenue    amounts    to    $700     or 
$1,000  a  year.     For  a  rental  charge  of 
from    $50    to   $100    a   year   for  a   room

VICTORIA  DELEGAIN 
WAUS  ON  COMMUTE 


F^etition  For  Legislation  Amend- 
ing City's  Powers  In  Accord- 
ance With  Recently  Taken 
Pleblsc^rte 


A  repreaentaUve  deputation  of  Vic- 
toria oitisena  yeaterday  morning' waited 
upon  the  munlelpal  committee  of  the 
legialature  with  requeaU  for  a  number 
of  changes  in  the  Municipal  Clauses 
Act,  whieh  It  waa     represented     would 


embody  the  wishes  of  the  people  6f  this 
capital  city  as  expressed  in  recent  ple- 
biscites. 

Alderman  Gleason.  acting  as  spokes- 
man for  the  deputation,  said  that  for 
one  thing,  the  city  desired  to  do  away 
with  the  selling  of  Intoxicants  In  bot- 
tles by  grocers.  Since  no  more  such 
licenses  would  be  issued,  he  held  that  it 
left  an  unfairly  r.ioiiopollstlo  privilege 
In  the  hands  of  four  or  five  firms, 
which  could  make  profits  that  others 
in  the  trade  arc  now  debarred  from 
enjoying.  Power  was  also  sought  for 
the  abolition  of  the  saloon,  ^and  for  the 
election  by  the  citizens  of  police  and 
license  commissioners. 

It  waa  pointed  out  by  City  Solicitor 
McDiurmId  that  In  the  petition  for  the 
right  to  "elect  license  oommisalonera,  the 
people  of  Victoria  did  not  stand  alone, 
the  resolution  in  this  regard  being  one 
that  had  come  originally  from  the 
Union  of  Brltlah  Columbia  Municipali- 
ties. On  the  question  of  the  election 
of  police  commlsslonerg,  Victoria  stood 
alone,  but  the  people  of  thla  city  had 
decided  in  favor  of  the  tmderlying  pHn- 
clple  by  an  overwhelming  majority,  and 
It  seemed  to  him  only  right  that  "tboae 
who  pay  the  bhot  should  have  the  ae- 
leotlon  of  the  men  Who  spend  the 
money." 


It  also  struck  the  city  aollcltor  as 
ourious*that  eltles  operating  under  spe- 
cial charter  should  be  vesteA  with  the 


power  to  change  their  license  system 
and  abolish  saloona — as  had  been  done 
in  Vancouver — while  cities  working  un- 
der the  general  provincial  act  were  de- 
barred from  so  doing.  He  believed  that 
nine-tentha  of  the  caaes  of  drunkenneas 
finding  their  way  into  the  police  court 
originated  in  the  aaloon,  and  the  peo- 
ple here,  he  said.  Were  practically 
united  In  declaring  for  the  abolition  of 
the  saloon. 

Mr.  McDiarmld  further  urged  that  the 
city  be  given  power  to  withhold  for  a 
period  of  ten  years  15  per  cent  of  the 
contract  price  on  asphalt  paving,  as  a 
security  that  the  work  should  have  l>een 
well  done,  and   kept  in   repair. 

The  committee  promlaed  to  carefully 
consider  the  several  repreaentatlons 
made,  but  the  opinion  seemed  to  pre- 
vail that  the  changes  desired — and  more 
especially  the  power  last  referred  to— 
Y''ere  altogether  too  drastle.

May  Tako  Action. 
At  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Alexan- 
der Lucas,  the  new  member  for  Yale 
the  provinolar  government  is  consid- 
ering the  advisability  of  re-deflnlng 
the  boundary  between  the  judicial 
counties  of  Cariboo  and  Yale,  In  the 
Ashcroft  and  Nicola  land  districts. 
The  general  supposition  is  that  this 
boundary  line  runs  north  and  ■south 
approximately  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
city  of  Merritt,  but  there  is  not  es- 
sential certainty  in  the  matter,  and 
this  of  necessity*  operates  vexatiously 
in  many  civil  as  well  as  criminal 
matters.  It  is  suggested  as  a  solu- 
tion of  the  difficulty  that  all  that 
portion  of  the  country  of  Cariboo  ly- 
ing to  the  south  and  east  of  the  Do- 
minion Railway  Belt  lands  to  be  tak- 
en from  Cariboo  and  added  to  Yale 
district,  thus  giving  a  definite  boun- 
dary not  traversing  any  settled  dis- 
trict. Amendment  is  also  sought  of 
the  boundaries  of  the  Ashcroft  and 
Nicola  land  districts,  so  that  lands 
business  may  be  transacted  at  Nico- 
la by  persons  resident  or  commercial- 
ly Interested  in  the  contiguous  terri- 
tory.

.Some  men  are  so  addicted  to  repeat- 
ing themselves  that  they  will  even 
marry  a  second  time.

The  gay  old  dog 
of  a  General  is  kept  busy  reproving 
the  young  couple.s  from  flirting  with 
each  other's  wife  and  fiancee. 

To  ask  why  he  t^oen  so.  would  be  one 
of  those  "Foolish  Questions"  that  made 
the  audience  almost  hysterical  with 
laughter.  Besides  I  don't  know — un- 
less it  was  a  case  of  old  age  giving 
good  advice  as  a  consolation  for  being 
unable  to  give  good  example!  For,  the 
General  was  a  general  gad-about;  he 
flirted  with  everyorte — even  '  with  his 
own    wife! 

As  for  the  plot.  It  started  well,  but 
ran  back  to  where  It  had  begun.  Be- 
sides, who  cares  for  such  an  "unim- 
portant" appendage  to  a  musical  com- 
edy, which  has  Tropical  Gardens  and 
dances    to    match? 

The  music  of  "The  Beauty  Spot"  was 
hardly  Homocean — it  did  not  touch  the 
spot."  But  nothing  so  rlb-t!ckllng  as 
the  irresistible  humor  of  Jeffer.'con  De 
Angella  has  been  heard  in  Victoria  for 
many  a  weary  month.  How  we  did 
laugh!  And,  apart  from  the  quaint 
conceits  of  the  Inimitable  "Jeff"  as  the 
General,  the  play  Itself  sparkles  with 
lines  which  are  only  less  bright  than 
the  dances  and  "mise-en-scenc"  of  this 
merry    musical    farce. 

The  prettiest  musical  numbers  were 
"Creole  Days"  (.splendidly  sung  by 
Geo.  McFarlane  and  a  q\iartetto  of 
brother  "artists"),  a  dainty  trio  called 
"Tou  jours  la  Polltesse" — whic!-.  was 
quite  Gllbertian— -"I  AVas  Dreaming" 
(beautifully  sung  by  Viola  GUette  and 
the  Artists'  quartette),  and  the  haunt- 
ing melody,  "In  a  Hammock,"  bung  by 
Geo.    McFarlane    and    Florence    Martin. 

Of  the  company,  Jefferaoh  De  An- 
gells  was  first,  secotod,  and  third,  but 
Geo.  McFarlane'.*  rich  and  resonant 
baritone  singing  as  the  artist-lover 
was  quite  a  memorable  feature  of  the 
evening's  entertainment.  Viol  Gil- 
lette sang  well,  and  Arvld  Paulson 
gave  a  bit  of  capital  character  acting 
as  the  diffident  Dutchman.  Florence 
Martin  was  as  dainty  as  the  beautiful 
Ida  Van  Tine  was  demure.  The  quar- 
tette of  artists  deserve  a  special  word 
of  praise,  while  the  chorus  of  "Beauty 
Spots"  were  as  full  and  active  as  a 
"rash."  Indeed,  the  gaiety  of  "Ths 
Beauty  Spot"  was  decidedly  catching. 
(I  went  home  promptly  to  avoid  Infec- 
tion!)

Their   lieuds    are   often 
empty    of    wiser    thoughts    nnd      belter 
knowledge    through    tho    Ignorance    of 
their    parents-  or      perhaps      the      false 
Ideals   they    have   formed    from    trashy 
novels.       To  some  o!"  them  a  good  lib- 
rary  and   a   wise   and  tactful   librarian 
would   be  a   real    blessing. 

More  than  one  of  the  attendants  at 
the  lll)ryry  during  the  past  'JO  years 
have  deplored  their  obligation  to  give 
children  the  books  for  which  they 
asked.  This  was  not  because  these 
were  bad  in  themselves,  but  because 
they  were  unsuitable.  The  careful 
selection  as  well  as  the  wide  choice 
such  young  people  would  find  In  a 
Juvenile  library  would  in  time,  do  away 
with  the  desire  for  trashy  literature. 
We  are  spending  a  great  deal  of  money 
for  many  things  in  Victoria  but  tax- 
payers will  not  complain  of  the  cost 
of  n  library  and  reading  for  the  chil- 
ilrcn. 

.-\lmost  equally  Important  Is  the 
recommendation  that  the  reference 
library  shall  be  made  more  complete. 
There  is  scarcely  any  one  in  the  city 
to  whom  access  to  books  of  reference 
is  not  valuable  at  some  time  or  other. 
Tho  habit  of  consulting  these  fre- 
quently Is  one  of  the  marks  of  an 
educated  man  or  woman.  There  are, 
in  Victoria,  a  larger  number  of  intel- 
ligent and  studious  men  who  cannot 
afford  the  luxury  of  a  private  library, 
than  is  generally  supposed.  These 
should  be  able  to  find  in  the  reference 
library    the    books   they    need. 

It  is  to  be  feared  that  the  good  old 
habit  of  con.sulting  u  dictionary  is  not 
one  that  Is  encouraged,  as  It  should 
be,  in  our  school.s.  From  this  grows 
the  desire  for  exact  knowledge  to 
which  a  reference  library  ministers. 
Such  a  department  la  useful  alike  to 
those  whose  early  opportunities  of  get- 
ting an  education  were  limited  and  to 
the  young  student  who  finds  In  It  a 
supplement    to    college    lectures. 

The  woman's  reading  room  is  far 
[from  being  as  well  furnished  as  it 
should  be.  However,  as  no  protests 
[have  been  made.  It  Is  to  be  presumed 
!  that  Its  patrons  are.  on  the  whole. 
i  .satisfied. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  enough  money 
1  will  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
library  commissioners  to^  enable  them 
to  purchase  the  new  books  needed  both 
for  the  children  and  their  elders.  It 
is  pleasant  to  learn  thai  the  commis- 
sioners have  found  in  Miss  Helen  A. 
Stewart,  a  valued  assistant  and  one, 
through  whose  labors  the  usefulness  of 
the  library  is  likely  to  be  widely  ex- 
tended. The  cdurtesy  of  all  the  of- 
ficials   of    the    librarj-    Is    much   appre- 


ciated by  all  who  h»ve  occaalon  to 
consult  them  on  any  matter.  They 
have  shown  that  nothing  that  they 
can  do  to  make  the  Carnegie  library  a 
benefit  to  the  people  o<  Victoria  will 
be  neglected. 


The  extension  of  the  manual  train- 
ing and  domestic  science  classes  will 
be  of  great  advantage  to  the  pupils  of 
the  public  schools.  There  has  only 
hitherto  been  one  centre  where  girls 
could  obtain  training  In  household 
work  and  instruction  in  the  principles 
which  are  at  the  bottom  of  the  homely 
arts  of  the  kitchen. 

The  consecjuence  has  been  that  the 
tri(.  teacher  has  been  overworked  and 
ti  cl  the  lime  spent  in  these  classes  has 
no'  been  nearly  long  enough  for  girls 
t.>  aciiulre  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
their  work.  Indeed.  It  has  been  too 
much  the  custom  to  shorten  the  al- 
ready too  short  course.  This  wa«  not 
t  1  be  wondered  at  when  the  girls  of 
most  of  the  .schools  were  obliged  to 
S'  a  long  distance  to  attend  the  classes. 
It  Is  to  be  hoped  that  before  long 
there  will  be  a  centre  at  each  of  the 
larger  schools. 

The  experiment  of  teaching  girls  in 
the  public  schools  how  tn  cook  and 
clean  a  house  and  something  of  the 
vab.es  of  different  kinds  i>r  foods  and 
the  reasons  why  certain  of  these  should 
b.>  combined  as  well  as  many  other 
things  that  every  woman  should  know 
has  i)roved  very  successful. 

In  these  days  when  girls  so  often  go 
from  school  to  work  and  when  the 
great  cost  of  living  makes  it  so  ne- 
cessary that  every  homemaker  shovild 
know  how  to  make  the  most  of  the 
materials  at  her  disposal,  the  value  of 
-such  teaching  cannot  be  greatly  over- 
estimated. The  tendency  which  mak- 
ing this  teaching  a  bmnch  of  regular 
school  work  has,  to  show  the  girls  that 
hi'usehold  employmenls  need  no  less 
Intelligence,  knowledge  and  skill  than 
are  reciiilred  in  other  branches  of 
study,  is  not  the.  least  of  its  recom- 
mendations. 

The    ministering      circle      of      King's 


•choola  and  moat  of  ua  know  that  In 
■ome  of  the  large  cities  little  children 
who  are  suffering  from  tuberculosis 
go  to  school  in  the  open  air.  It  is 
very  hard  for  most  of  us  to  look  a^, 
the  pictures  of  the  little  folk  sitting  iti 
the  Icy  temperature  of  one  of  these 
outdoor  schrwlrooms  without  a  feeling 
of  pity.  ,  ■ 

It  Is  not  80  with  the  schools  which 
Dr.  David  L.  Sohn  advocates  in 
"American  Medicine."  He  wants  to 
open  schools  where  consumptives  can 
be  taught  to  take  care  of  themselves 
and  to  safeguard  the  health  of  others. 
He  argues  that  it  is  only  the  few  who 
can  go  to  sanitaria.  But  everyone, 
however  )>oor,  can  take  a  course  In 
the  proper  methods  of  the  treatment 
of  tuberculosis. 

Dr.  Sohn  says  "Let  us  Isolate  those 
whom  we  can  and  educate  those  whom 
vji  can  not.  In  ordef  to  accomplish 
the  best  results  under  the  present  try- 
ing circumstances,  I  advocate  the  es- 
tablishment of  schools  for  consump- 
tives, In  which  the  patient  will  in 
three  weeks  derive  the  benetlt  of  a 
practical  course  of  instruction  at  a 
sanitorium  school  devoted  solely  to 
this    purpose. 

"The  sanatorium  school  I  have  in 
mind  can  be  built  within  the  city 
limits  or  In  the  suburbs.  It  should  be 
an  Institution  built  and  equipped  as  a 
modern  sanatorium  for  the  care  of 
consumption,  suited  for  open  air,  rest, 
hygienic  and  dietetic  treatment,  and 
should  be  under  thc^  supervision  of 
trained  physicians  and  nurses  who  will 
carry  out  th«  most  approved  treatment 
of  tuberculosis.  There  the  patients 
will  not  only  be  kept  and  treated,  but 
they  will  themselves  be  Instructors  In 
the  various  phases  of  sanatorium 
treatment.  There  they  will  be  trained 
how  to  t^ke  care  of  themselves  after 
they  leave  the  sanatorium  school.  1 
may  venture  to  say  that  after  a  course 
or  three  weeks  at  such  an  institution 
a  patient  will  be  well  able  to  take  care 
or  himself  no  matter  where  he  may  go 
to  continue  his  treatment  for  an  ul- 
timate  cure.  F\trthermore,  by  these  j 
Instructions,    Infection    to     other     per

The  decision  was  some- 
thing awful  acordlng  to  Mr.McIntyre 
and  even  the  crowd  would  hardly 
stand  for  It.  The  spectators  hooted 
the  officials  and  refused  to  let  the 
announcer  say  anything  when  he  pre- 
sented the  medal  to  the  winner.  Bar- 
rleu  was  given  a  great  ovation  and 
when  he  left  the  rink  he  was  folio /r- 
ed  by  fully  a  hundred  spectators  who 
were  disgusted  with  the  verdict.  Mr. 
Mclntyre  declares  Barrieu  was  the 
best  boxer  In  the  tournament  and 
could  have  licked  any  of  the  con- 
testants If  fresh.

pointed  out  further  that  these  ap- 
pointment3  could  not  be  left  to  the 
Civil  Service  Commlaslon,  which  wub 
compoBod  of  n^en  whose  training  did 
not  specially  fit  them  to  Judge  whether 
a  man  had  the  rec|ul8lte  expert  know- 
ledge for  a  position  or  not.  He  in- 
stknced  the  vacancy  in  his  own  De- 
partment of  Deputy-Commissioner  of 
Fisheries,  created  by  the  resignation 
of  Mr.  Babcock,  and  asked  if  it  would 
be  reasonable  that  he  should  'leave 
the  selection  of  a  Deputy-Commis- 
sioner of  Fisheries  to  the  Deputy-At- 
torney General,  or  the  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Civil  Service  Commission, 
who  knew  nothing  of  the  special  re- 
quirements of  an  expert  in  fisheries 
matters?  If  a  Canadian  could  be  got 
who  would  do  the  work  as  well  as 
an  outsider,  be  would  be  taken  every 
time;  and  the  Government  would  al- 
ways give  a  British  Columbian  the 
Ulst  chance.      Failing  that,  they  would 


go  to  Great  Britain  or  to  the  Anglo- 
Saxon  brethren  In  the  United  Statef. 
Mr.  Brewster  agreed  that  the  Gov- 
ernment certainly  "played  practical 
politics,"    and    had    already    used    the 

civil  service  with   effect. 

Mr.  Hawthornthwaite  said  the  At- 
torney General — the  "'Napoleon  of  the 
Conservative  party" — had  said  that  he 
preferred  tu  have  British  Columbians.

0«partm«nt  of  Railwsys 

Hon.  Dr.  Young  (In  the  absence  of 
the  premier)  moved  the  second  reading 
of  a  bill  creating  a  department  of  rail- 
ways, explaining  that  with  the  Increas- 
ing construction  of  railways  in  the  pro- 
vince, together  with  the  effect  of  an 
act  that  was  now  being  Introduced  pro- 
viding almost  for  free  trade  in  rail- 
ways, it  had  become  necessary  for  the 
government  to  assume  more  active  con- 
trol in  this  department.  The  immense 
construction  advanced  at  the  present 
time,  especially  in  connection  with  the 
Canadian  Northern  Pacific  railway, 
and  more  particularly  in  view  of  the 
financial  arrangements  between  that 
railway  company  and  the  government, 
rendered  it  absolutely  necessary  that 
the  government  should  exercise  direct 
control  over  such  a  company.  It  would 
provide  a  sufficient  amount  of  work 
for  the  government  under  the  new 
Hallway  Act  to  supervise  and  dictat.e 
terms  of  management. 

Mr.  Hawthornthwaite  would  have 
liked  on  his  side  of  the  house  to  have 
had  a  fuller  explanation  In  regard  to 
the  bill,  but  it  Avas  possible  that— the 
l)remier  being  away — the  minister  In- 
troducing it  was  not  so  well  acquaint- 
ed with  its  provisions,  and  so  could  not 
further  elaborate  its  contents.  One  of 
the  difficulties  under  the  present  poli- 
tical system  was  that  as  the  province 
bet'an  to  get  wealthy,  the  government 
was  trying  to  "eat  it  up"  by  h  apiK)int- 
ment  of  useless  t>fficials.  The  excuse 
oftered  for  this  bill  was  that  last  year 
the  house  voted  some  very  large  sums 
towards  the  construction  of  railroads 
in  this  province.  But  was  it  not  a  fact 
that  these  railways  being  built  did  not 
remain  under  control  of  this  province? 
Would  they  not  get  a  Dominion  charter, 
while  the  province  would  remain  sad- 
dled with  a  new  deiiartment  and  a  new 
set  of  officials  that  would  be  practi- 
cally a  useless  expense?  He  went  on 
to  say  that  "of  course  we  are  not  strong 
on  this  question  of  work.  The  class 
which  we  represent  get  too  much  work 
— that  la  when  they  are  fortunate  en- 
ough to  get  any  work  at  all;  but  so  far 
as  the  ministers  go,  I  do  not  think  it 
would  hurt  them  if  they  had  a  little 
more  work.  We  are  adding  to  their 
duties,  and  it  will  mean  a  new  min- 
ister. Of  course,  they  do  not  at  first 
give  hirn  a  salary,  but  later  It  will  come 
along.  There  are  a  number  of  men  in 
this  house  eminently  qualified  for  the 
position,  and  they  will,  therefore,  sup- 
port the  bill,  but  I  cannot  see  that  it 
will  be  of  any  benefit  to  the  province." 

Hon.  Mr.  McPhilUps  pointed  out  for 
the  benefit  of  the  member  for  Nanalmo, 
that  the  Canadian  Northern  Pacific 
Company  under  the  agreement  with  the 
government,  cannot  apply  to  the  Dom- 
inion to  have  its  enterprise  declared  a 
railway  for  the  general  advantage  of 
(^anada.  That  being  the  case,  and  as 
there  had  been  c\  very  heavy  subven- 
tion by  the  government  to  that  road, 
It  was  right  that  the  house  should  see 
that  the  route  chosen  was  a  proper  one. 
and    construction    up    to    the    standard

Air.  Williams  repeaieia  thai  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  new  department  would 
make  the  ministry  top-heavy.  Already 
there  were  six  ministers  with  portfolio, 
"and  one  feeling  mighty  lonely  with- 
out." Now  the  Week  newspaper  was 
found  suggesting  a  portfolio  of  Immi- 
gration and  Agriculture!  If  the  pro- 
cess went  on,  British  Columbia  In  a 
few  years  might  have  a  portfolio  for 
each  Conservative  In  the  house. 

Mr.  Brewster  Inquired  of  the  presi- 
dent of  the  council,  as  a  legal  man. 
whether  the  Canadian  Northern  Pacifc 
could  not  be  declared  a  railway  for  the 
general  benefit  of  Canada? 

Hon.  Mr.  McPhilUps  replied  that 
there  was  no  precedent  for  the  Domin- 
ion parliament  forcing  this  application 
upon  any  railway  company,  and  as 
there  was  no  privity  between  this  and 
any  other  company  there  was  little  to 
fear  that  It  would  ever  be  declared  a 
railway  for  the  general  advantage  of 
Canada. 

Mr.  iardlne  endorsed  the  bill  as 
necessitated  by  the  era  of  development 
upon  which  the  province  had  entered. 
It  wi|p  a  time  when  the  government 
should  start  in  with  the  creation  of  a 
department  of  railways.  He  thought 
the  bill  would  work  out  In  practice 
greatly  to  the  advantage  of  British 
Columbia. 

The  bill  then  passed  Its  second  read- 
ing unopposed. 

Another  Minister 

Hon.  Dr.  Young  next  Introduced  the 
bill  to  amend  the  Constitution  Act  by 
providing  for  the  addition  of  another 
minister  to  the  cabinet.  Its  purpose 
was  simply  to  provide  that  the  min- 
ister of  railways  might  have  a  seat  in 
the  executive  council;  it  was  not  a 
superfluous  appointment,  nor  need  it 
b..!  an  Immediate  appointment.  The 
creation  of  this  new  department  would 
Involve  not  only  supen'lslon  of  steam 
railways,  but  also  of  tram  lines,  and  in 
view  of  the  rapid  multiplication  of  the 
latter  he  believed  that  the  governmept 
was  quite  justified  In  connecting  the 
two  (steam  railways  and  tram  lines) 
under  the  control  of  one  department. 

The  motion  for  second  reading  car- 
ried without  debate. 

Dsputations  Received 

Two  deputations  from  the  mainland 
yesterday  waited  upon  the  govern- 
ment, each  for  the  purpose  of  urging 
special  appropriations  to  be  included  In 
the  estimates  shortly  to  be  laid  before 
the  house.  In  the  one  case  the  visitors 
consisted  of  prominent  members  of  the 
commlsslcmers  of  Central  Park,  mid- 
way between  Vancouver  and  New 
Westminster,  for  the  improvement  of 
which  people's  pleasure  ground  sub- 
stantial grants  have  been  made  by  two 
of  the  directly  interested  municipali- 
ties— Rurnaby  amd  South  Vancouver, 
These  grants-  the  oprovinclal  govern- 
ment Is  asked  to  supplement  with  an 


apfHroprlatlon  of  110.000.  The  mattar 
was  promised  careful  consideration.  In 
tlia  second  caa«  the  visitors  were  rep- 
Msentative  of  the  city  of  Kamloops. 
and  uryed  an  appropriation  of  928.000 
toward  the  construction  of  a  new  gen* 
eral  hospital  at  the  Inland  caplUl. 
This  request  also  "wilt  be  taken  Into 
consideration." 

Intsrasting  Ssssion 
This  afternoon's  sitting  of  the  pro- 
vincial legislature  promises  to  develop 
especially  Interesting  features,  Premier 
McBrlde  (In  his  capacity  of  minister 
of  mines)  being  expected  to  proceed 
with  the  second  reading  of  the  Coal 
Mines  Regulation  Act  amendment  bill; 
while  Comrade  Hawthornthwaite  in  all

The  purchase  of  additional  lots  ad- 
joining Qovernment  House  here  called 
for  an  expenditure  of  $11,000,  and  of 
the  nevv  drill  hall  site,  at  McBrlde  and 
Bay  streets,  $32,707.50.

According    to   advices  received   here    ^ 
the   Nestor,    a   new    Blue   Funnel   liner  ,  ^ 
of  the  type     of     the     Protesllaus  and  }  ^ 
twenty    feet    longer    than    that   vessel.  < 
equipped   with   passenger  accommoda- 
tion, will  be  launched  In  May  to  aug- 
ment the  round-the-world  fleet  oi:  the 
Blue   Funnel      line     running     between 
Liverpool    and    Victoria.      Alfred   Holt, 
founder  of  the   Blue  Funnel   line,  said 
recently  on  the  occasion  of  the  launch- 
ing  of    the   Ascanius,  one   of   the   last 
vessels   to    be   built   for   the   company, 
that  the  name  by  which  the  line  was  so 
well  known   was  given   by  chance.     In 
founding  the   line   in     1852     Wr.   Holt 
bought      the      steamship      Dumbarton 
Youth   from      Horsfalls,      preparing  to 
enter  it  in  the  coasting  trade  between 
Liverpool,     Whitehaven     and     Cardiff. 
The  vessel  was  badly  in  need  of  a  new 
funnel  and  one  was  purchased. 

The  new  funnel  arrived  unpalnted, 
and  Capt.  Mlddleton,  the  vessel's  com- 
riander,  in  searching  through  the  ves- 
sel for  paint  found  only  a  large  quan- 
tity of  blue  paint  and,  for  the  sake  of 
economy,  It  was  applied  to  the  new 
stack.  This  novelty  proved  excellent 
for  the  line,  and  each  vessel  built  aft- 
erwards for  Alfred  Holt  bad  Its  fu'^nel 
or  funpels  painted  blue. 

At  the  time  of  her  purchase  by  Holt 
the  Dumbarton  Youth  had  been  on  the 
West  Coast  of  Africa  and  had  a  good 
many  old  stores  left  in  her,  Including  a 
shipment  of  muskets  and  Bibles.  Ac- 
cording to  Lloyds  register  her  tonnage 
was  187  tons.  She  was  130  feet  long 
with  a  20- foot  beam  and  a  depth  of  12 
feet.  She  was  sold  In  1885  to  take  flour 
to  the  Crimea.  Her  builder  was  Denny, 
of  Dumbarton,  and  she  is  said  to  have 
been  the  first  iron  ship  built  and  put 
together  by^shjp  carpenters.  Her  deck 
was  mahff^any  aitd  her  engines  were  by 
Calrd,  r/t  Greenock. 

This  [explanation  of  the  origin  of  the 
striking  name  has  never  before  been 
made  known  outside  of  the  Immediate 
circle  of  shipowners. 

From  a  struggling  coasting  I'ne  the 
Blue  Funnel  has  grown  to  a  fleet  of 
sixty-six  steamships,  representing  a 
tonnage  of  over  400,000  tons. 

The  steamer  Antilochus,  of  the  Blue 
Funnel  line,  left  Glasgow  on  Monday 
bound  to  Victoria  by  way  of  many 
ports,  following  the  Bellerophon  and 
Nlngehow  now  en  route.  The  Nlng 
Chow  has  included  In  her  cargo  the 
rock  crushing  vessel  V)ullt  at  the  Lob- 
nlt/-  yards  for  the  Improvement  of  Vic- 
toria harbor,  and  Is  due  here  on  March 
18th,  a  month  after  the  Bellerophon.

This  is   fully   re- 
cognized on  the  West  Coast  of  Amer- 
ica where  all  steamers  trading  on  the 
coast   and   to    the    Hawaiian    islands— 
and   even   for  the  long  voyage   around 
the  Horn — are  equipped   for  oil  burn- 
ing.      It  has  also  been  adopted  by  the 
'     principal      railroad     companies    having 
^'headquarters   In    San  Francisco.     It  Is 
however  a  question  of  price.       On  the 
Pacific  coast  oil  Is  ver>-  cheap     while 
coal  1»  dear.       Her6  the  position  Is  re- 
versed.      I   do   not   mean   that  coal   Is 
cheap  with  us.  but  It  i.s  much  cheaper 
than  on  the  Pacific  coast,  whereas  oil 
would    have    to   be    Imported    and     the 
cost    would    be    considerable.        I  hope  ' 
however    the  day    is    not     far    distant] 
when    New    7.<-  land    oil   fields    will   be 
able  to     supply  .   oil    at   a    reasonable 
price    and    in    sufficient  quantities     to 
justify  its  adoption  in  our  steamers. 

••Then  again  there  are  developments 
going  on  in  connection  with  marine  en- 
gines In  the  shape  of  a  combination 
of  reciprocating  and  turbine  engines, 
from  which  satisfactory  results  are 
likely  to  be  achieved.  Interesting  ex- 
periments are  also  being  made  tooth 
In  England  and  in  Germany  in  conec- 
tlon  with  internal  combustion  engines 
All  these  we  are  watching  with  great 
Interest,  as  the  directors  are  anxious 
that  this  company  should  not  be  be- 
hind hand  In  availing  of  any  develop- 
ments which  win  lead  to  Improve- 
ments in  our  Bhlps  and  the  Increased 
efficiency  of  our  gervlcea.

The  lifeboat  in  charge  of  Third  Of- 
ficer H.  Uurgart,  after  landing  its  pas- 
sengers, returned  to  the  wreck,  despite 
wind  and  a^x.  to  bring  off  the  master 
and  thoSt<  standing  by.  Twenty-one 
people  were  more  than  the  lifeboat 
could  carry  and  Engineer  Robinson 
proposed  using  one  of  the  lift  rafts. 
A  line-  was  made  fast  between  raft  and 
boat  in   order  to  tow  the  raft. 

Chief  Kngineer  Robinson  was  first 
on  the  raft,  when  a  giant  wave  over- 
turned the  frail  support  ana  he  was 
wasi>ed  av.-ay  tacf(.>ie  tli;i  eyes  of  his 
ship';.;>teK.  The  leal  line  was  hang- 
inj;f  over  the  bows,  -.here  It  had  been 
left  wh.-n  a  sailor  uring  It  had  fallen 
overboard.  To  this  small  support  Rob- 
inson caught  and  clung.  Captain 
Crockett  told  the  men  In  the  boat  to 
cut  loose  the  raft  and  go  to  the  as- 
sistance of  the  chief  engineer,  who 
was  saved  after  being  In  the  water 
about  ten  ndnutes.  Robinson,  Captain 
Crockett,  the  butcher  and  the  cabin 
l)(iy  toirk  to  the  raft.  The  tow  line  be- 
ing cut,  they  were  .soon  lost  sight  of 
by  the  men  In  the  third  officer's  boat, 
These  men  landed  at  Cape  Mudge 
light  and  tliere  the.v  found  that  four 
boatloads  were  safe,  including  all  the 
women  passengers. 

Lightkeeper'  a   Hospitable   Host 

That  night  Lightkeeper  i:)avlson  and 
his  wife,  as  hospitable  iiosts  as  ship- 
wrecked people  could  wish  for,  enter- 
tained 60  people  at  supper  In  their 
sm.all  quarters,  while  a  number  of 
other  members  of  the  crew  and  pas- 
sengers dine<l  with  an  Indian  mission- 
ary a   mile  and  a  half  away. 

Search  parties  started  looking  in  t^e 
early  evenitig  for  the  men  on  the  life 
raft.  It  was  not  until  almost  mid- 
night that  the  searchers  found  tracks 
In  the  sand  on  Valdei!  Island,  and  soon 
after  came  upon  an  abandoned  trap- 
per's hut,  where  the  company  of  the 
raft  were  sheltered.  These  men  were 
too  exhausted  that  night  to  walk  to 
the   lighthouse   through   the  sno\v.

A  necesaary  Increase  In  the  amount 
for  ordinary  expenditure  for  the  year 
1911  and  an  extraordinary  amount  of 
$133,500  required  for  immediate  erec- 
tion of  new  sthoola  is  the  demand 
which  the  school  board  will  make  of 
the  city  council.  The  Increases  this 
year  are  rendered  imperative  through 
the  grer.t  and  rapid  growth  of  the 
school  population,  a  growth  which 
calls  for  the  erection  of  three  new 
schools  besides  an  increase  of  twenty 
teachers  and  two  specialists  on  the 
teaching   staff.

The 
jdeclaion  of  the  Union  Pacific  and  South- 
ern   Pacific    managements    to    undertaltu 
fso  ImiKirtant  a  project  at  this   time  was 
accepted    as    a   signifJcant    expression    of 
confidence  in  prospecttve  conditions. 

The  Harriman  project  and  the  (juar- 
terly  report  of  the  United  States  Steel 
Corporation  were  the  noteworthy  fea- 
tures of  the  day.  The  statement  of  the 
Steel  corporation  for  the  final  quarter 
of  1910  shows  earnings  of  125.991,000, 
with   net  earnings   of   ?20, 46^.000. 

At  first  the  statement  would  seem  dis- 
appointing, in  that  tlie  gross  showing 
for  the  montli  was  several  millions  Ijc- 
low  expectation,  tliis  being  partly  due  to 
tho  low  returns  for  the  last  montli  of 
iho  year.  Earnings  for  tlie  year,  how- 
ever, aggreRaling  fUl.lH.OOO,  malie  a 
very  favorable  comparison  with  tliosc  of 
1909  and  1908,  which  were  $131,491,000 
and   $91,845,000,   respectively. 

Strengtli  of  the  l^liil  stocks  was  based 
upon  developments  of  a  favorable  na- 
ture in  the  affairs  of  that  system,  in- 
cluding tho  practical  completion  of  the 
subsidiary  line  in  Wasliington  and 
Oregon,  owned  jointly  by  Xorthern  Pa- 
cific and  Great  Northern,  wliich  is  ex- 
pected to  add  materially  to  the  re- 
sources of  these  companies. 

Covering  by  short  Interests  was  a 
mPterial  factor  In  today's  rise  in  prices 
anu  was  due  no  doubt  to  uneasiness 
over  the  readiness  with  which  certain 
active  issues  have  been  absorbed  re- 
cently.
